At 
present the house has nine-inch brick walls 
and a tile roof. In the next stage of the ex- 
periment it will have cavity walls. Indeed, 
it was intended that the house bell have 
changed its face some time ago, but when 
experiment had fairly begun it was found 
that the problems of heating were so compli- 
cated that the duration of the first—the 
hrick—stage of the experiment had to be con- 
tinued indefinitely. 
The house is heated throughout by elec- 
tricity. In each room there is an electric 
stove and near the middle of the room a 
dummy man. This person is interesting. He 
is a black-painted hollow copper cylinder, in- 
side which is an electric heater which dissi- 
pates 20 watts.. Now it is required to keep 
this dummy man “comfortable,” and for the 
purposes of ‘the experiment his comfort has 
been postulated as a temperature of 75 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and he is to lose heat at 
the rate of 17.5 British thermal units per 
square foot per hour. This is held to be a 
condition of comfort for a sedentary occu- 
pation. The dummy is sensitive to surround- 
ing objécts, to draughts and to sunshine. and 
whenever his temperature rjses above 75 de- 
grees he automatically switches off the stove. 
In some of the rooms where there is little 
draught and ‘little sunshine the dummies 
seem to lead fairly regular lives, and the 
chart shows that they switch the heat on and 
off at regular jntervals. In other rooms the 
graph iS more erratic. It is surprising how 
much difference winter sunshine makes 1n the 
temperature of a room. When in the direct 
sun the dummy is naturally comfortable with 
a much lower air temperature; but it has 
been found that sunlight radiated from the 
walls makes a very great difference, too. The 
dummy makes great play with his switch m 
the sunnier rcoms. 

In the experimental house delicate instru- 
|! ments record the heat radiation and convec- 
tion of each wall. Radiation from windows 
presents a stil] more complicated problem 
which is receiving special attention. At the 
present stage of the experiment the ventila- 
tion factors are kept at the simplest possibie. 
The windows are never opened. 

The investigation is only at. the beginning 
Later the house will be heated. with coal and 
coke fires and there will be many variations 
in the experiment. .Dr. Margaret Fishenden, 
who has been making researches. into fuel, is 
co-operating with Mr. A. 5. Dufton, who is 
working on the experimental house. 

Already stiong scientific support is being 
ziven to the common sense of our ancestors 
who covered their walls with wood panelling. 
It has been found that with double the rate 
of heating which serves to maintain warmth, 
the time taken to warm the surface ot a J 
inch brick wall 1s six hours : for a 1 inch wall 
of wood the time is tem minutes.

SUGGESTED AMALGAMATION. 


Lord Glenavy presided at the = annual 
ceneral meeting of the Incorporated Ortho- 
jnedic Hospital of Ireland at Merrion street, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

Dr. Haughten read the report for the year 
1928. stating that 1,800 crippled and deformed 
children had been treated during the year, 

The report further stated that the medical 
and surgical staff strongly urged the need íor 
open-air extension of the hospital to be 
situated outside the city for the treatment of 
tuberculosis, bone disease and rickets, and 
also for the use of patients who are in splints 
while waiting further operations. 

The report also referred to the great advan- 
tage derived by child patients from the na- 
tional school attached to the hospital, and 
stated that ‘‘ not only do the children benefit 
materially from the instruction, but they aiso 
enjoy their studies.”’ 

The Earl of Wicklow, who proposed the 
adeption of the report, said that Ireland was 
lamentably behind other countries in ortho- 


The children needed fresh air and sunshine, 
and the governors were anxious to send them 
to some place in the country. He mentioned 
that another Dublin hospital was in the same 
position, and said that he heartily agreed 
with a suggestion that the two hospitals’ 
should pool their resources and obtain a site 
which could be purchased at less cost to each, 
and so work together in the common cause. 

Mr. Ferns, United States Consul-General, 
seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

Dr. Winter, proposing the re-election of the 
Governors, also supported the motion for 
amalgamation, and mentioned the fact that 
the average stay of the children in the hos- 
pital—about four months—was more pro- 
longed than that of patients in other hos- 
vitals because of the care, won, skilled

An Trish Gretna Green. 


The recent fire at the Royal Hotel in 
Bray reminds me that this establishment 
has had a very interesting history. Early 
in the last century it was known as 
(juinn’s Hotel, being kept by two brothers 
of that name, and it was the fashion for 
the Dublin people to drive to the famous 
hotel and spend the day in the little 
village of Bray. Quinn's was also a 
favourite spot for eloping couples from 
the city, and the Dublin road must have 
seen many a stern chase in ‘‘ the good old 
davs” when an _ irate pateriamilias 
pursued a runaway couple. | 

Thackeray describes it as one of the 
best inns in Ireland, and the hotel has 
accominodated many other famous people 
in its time. The pleasure grounds for- 
merly extended to the sea, and were 
greatly enjoyed by the gallants and their 
fair ladies. 

Like the London coffee-houses, the 
coffee room at Quinn’s was the gathering 
place of the wit and learning of the neigh- 
bourhood. Newspapers were expensive 
items in those days—the Dublin Hvening 
Mail, costing 5d. a copy, and_ the 
Freeman's Journal 4d. but Mr. Quinn 
supplied these papers for the benefit of 
his patrons. We can imagine the excite. 
ment in the town when the papers arrived, 
and guess that the enterprise of the 
worthy innkeeper was duly rewarded. 


Village ‘Players. 


The production of a play, written by a 
villager, in the village of (irasmere Is 4 
reminder that we have little cr nothing 
of this kind of drama in our villages. We 
have some dramatic societies in our 
villages, but invariably they stage only 
plays from the urban theatres. There 1s 
certainly scope for some enterprising 
person to organise a group of such village 
players in Ireland, and to write for them 
simple, homely plays of their own Learth- 
side, 

Probably the nearest approach we have 
to the Grasmere Players are the Mummers 
of parts of the County Wexford, but even 
these derive from England, linking with 


the St. George plays of the sixteenth 
century. Evidently these Mummers are 


now only surviving in Wexford, and keen 


competition is engendered between the 
Northern and Southern parts of the 
county. There are some _half-a-dozen 


groups which still give occasional per- 
formances; on one occasion the late 
Arthur Griffith was entertained by such 
a group in Enniscorthy. The Mummers 
of Ballymurin are now said to be the best 
in the county. 

The Mummers’ play has six or seven 
characters, including Saint George, a 
Turk, Beelzebub, a doctor and a clown. 
The costumes are of the least costly and 
primitive kind: cardboard caps decorated 
with coloured paper, gilt and silvered 
paper where necessary, wooden swords, a 
club, and a frying-pan. This county play 
has been performed for a long period, and 
records exist of performances Over 4 
century ago. Jt is a pity that an instinct 
for dramatic performances such as this 
is not turned to account in the manner 
of the Grasmere Players, whose plays are 
written in their own dialect by one of 
their members, and staged by their own

Lord Morley’s recently published 
‘“Memorandum on Resignation’’ throws 
additional light on the difficulties Grey 
had to contend against when the crisis 
came in August, 1914. Whether Grey 
could ““set the tone’’ in foreign affairs 
between 1906 and 1914 is still a matter of 
very acute controversy. In the end Asquith 
became Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Grey Foreign Secretary, and Haldane War 
Secretary. 


BUILDING AN ARMY. 


“At this time I knew but little of 
military afiairs and of army organisa- 
tion,” says Lord Haldane, ... but 
from the beginning the work fascinated me. 
For I saw that here was an almost virgin 
field, to be operated on by applying first 
principles as soon as I had discovered 
them.’’ He found the War Office in 
anarchy: he left it in order. He revolu- 
tionised both administration and stratecy, 
linking up the scheme of armaments with 
foreign policy. For fundamental brain- 
work and bustling zest the War Office had 
known nothing like him for many decades: 
The three main features of his work 
were the creation of a strategic General 
Staff, consisting of men f from ad- 
minstrative routine; the creation of an 
Expeditionary Force, highly trained and 
capable of almost instantaneous mobilisa- 
tion; and the creation of a Territorial 
Army to replace the old volunteers for 
home defence and to form a real Reserve 
for the Regular Army in the event of a 
Iuropean War, for which the atmosphere 
et the time seemed prepared. 

All this was done in the teeth of 
strenuous opposition. In the War Office 
he was opposed by the vested interests 
and service conservatism; in the country 
by the conscriptionists led Lord 
Roberts, and by the pacifists led by such 
men as Lord Morley. Yet Haldane over- 
bore the opposition within and without 
the x Office and the Cabinet. Gradually 
the Mew machine was fitted together: the 
Expeditionary Force, with its special 
reserve, and the Territorial Army, with 
its Officers’ Training Corps, took form and 
grew.

A couple of 
years later a full Home Rule Constitution 
had to be granted. 1 am probably 
of an unduly sanguine temperament, but

Perhaps, 
Lord Haldane could have brought about 
a solution—it is now too late for any 
profitable speculation on the subject—but 
his effort to solve such a problem must 
be acknowledged. 


LORD HALDANE JOINS THE LABOUR 


GOVERNMENT. 
In December, 1923, Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald suggested to Haldane that 


he should assist in the formation of a 
Labour Government by taking such an 
office as the Board of Education. Much 
as Haldane sympathised with the pro- 
posed office, he would not accept it with- 
out consideration, and he wrote Mr. 
Macdonald to that effect. In the event 
he accepted the Woolsack, but “should 
not think it right to draw the ‘ull salary 
of £10,000 a year to which the Lord 
Chancellor was entitled. I should return 
to the Treasury £4,000 a year out of it, 
and manage on £6,000 a year, 
which would remain.” Rather pathetically 
he says: “I might . have been able 
to bring the Liberal and Labour Parties 
into a unison which they ought to have 
possessed, but so far never have. But 
it was not given to me to gain the con- 
fidence of great masses of men and women 
in the way which this task required, nor 
did I stir á finger either to aceomplish it 
or to attract the Press. The result has 
been that a ood deal of my work has been 
little known. The best I can say for 
myself is that I have not been slack in 
either thought or action, and that some 
substantial results have emerged from 
time to time.” 

But what a full life he had! “ I was once 
asked to accept a. Professorship of Phil- 
osophy, and I was for a time a Gifford 
Lecturer. Circumstances have led to my being 
a member of many learned Academies and 
Societies and to my holding the Doctorate of 
about a dozen Universities.

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SETTLEMENT TERMS. 


FREE STATE RECOGNISES PRIVY COUNCIL 


DECISION AND 
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Replying to questions by Mr, ESMONDE 
and Mrs. COLLINS-O’ DRISCOLL, 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said: 
The Government has had under consideration 
for some time past the difficulties which have 
arisen in regard to the amount of the com. 
pensation payable under Article 10 of the 
Treaty, to transferred officers who are dis- 
charged or retire in consequence of the 
change of Government. Neither the British 
Government nor the Government of the 
Saorstat has ever entertained any doubt as 
to the principles on which the compensation 
payable should be assessed, and the diffi- 
culties referred to arose in the main as a 
result of an interpretation being put upon 
Article 10 of the Treaty which was contrary 
to what both Governments believed to be 
the true meaning and intention of that 
Article. 

We have always adhered to and frequently 
reiterated our desire to carry out in full the 
obligations undertaken by Article 10 of the 
‘Treaty in respect of the transferred officers 
concerned, 

THE WYLIE COMMITTEE. 

With a view to securing to those officers a 
fair and impartial consideration of their 
claims, we set up, early in 1922, an Advisory 
Committee, presided over by Mr. Justice 
Wylie, to advise the Minister for Finance as 
to the principles on which the compensation 
of claimants under Article 10 shonld be 
assessed, In assessing the amount of com- 
pensation payable to individual applicants we 
invariably acted on the awards or recommen- 
dations of the Wylie Committee, without re- 


gard to whether or not the official view 
coincided with views embodied in such 
awards or recommendations. 

In making their representations the 


Wylie Committee had regard to the prin- 
ciples on which the superannuation and pep- 
sions of transferred civil servants would have 
been calculated had they remained in the 
service of the British Government. The Br 
tish Treasury. in a Minute of the 20th day 
of March, 1922, had declared the basis on 
which those portions of a British civil ser 
vant’s superannuation allowances, which are 
granted in respect of the cost of living bonus, 
should be calculated. 

That Minute of “arch, 1922, became effec- 
tive before anv transfer of services to the 
Provisional Government took place. It was 
accordingly applied here in the calculation of 
the amount of those portions of the com- 
pensation payable to transferred officers 
which were referable to the cost of living 
honus in the same way as if those portions 
of that compensation were an annual allow- 
ance or a gratuity payable to a civil servant 
receiving a superannuation allowance from 
anv British Government. 

“ THE TREASURY MINUTE. — 

The application of the Treasury Minute 
w volved :— 

(a) That so much of the compensation 
awarded as consisted of an allowance 
computed on the cost of living bonus 
should be calculated originally, and re- 
vised quarterly, with reference to the 
current cost of living figure. 

(b) That the said portion of such com- 
ensation should not, at any time exceed, 
$n the case of any particular officer, the 
amount at which it would be calculated 
if it were computed by reference to the 
cost of living index figure on which the 
cost of living bonus paid to such officer 
immediately before his discharge or re- 
tirement was calculated (this limitation 
was referred to as the over-riding maxi- 
mur). ' 

(c) That so much (if any) of the com- 
pensation payable to a transferred officer 
as consisted of a gratuity or lump sum 
payment should, in so far as it was com- 
uted by reference to the cost of living 
word be computed only on 75 per cent. 
of the appropriate cost of living bonus. 

Proceedings were instituted in our Courts 
hy two of the transferred officers to whom 
iwards of compensation had been made iD 
sccordance with recommendations of the 
Wylie Committee and in strict compliance 
with the principles Jaid down in the Treasury 
ininute. It was contended in these proceed- 
Ings that those principles were not applicable 
to the civil servants who were transferred 
to the Provisional Government and to the 
Government of the Irish Free State. 

PRIVY COUNCIL RULING. 

The House is familiar with the history of 
the Wigg-Cochrane action. The case came 
before the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council on an application for leave to appeal 
from the iP wlan g of the — Court, and 
the Judicial Committee advised that the 
Treasury minute could not to use the words of 
the report—‘ affect the rights of officers who 
at its date had been transferred to the 
Government of the Irish Free State.”

LEGISLATIVE PROPOSALS. 

I then outlined proposals for legislation to 
confirm the awards already made on the re- 
commendations of the Wylie Committee, and 
to make those awards binding in law. Those 
I AM “ included one for the setting up of a 
Tribunal somewhat on the lines of the Wylie 
Committee, whose duty it would be to hear 
and determine all padiie and future claims 
for compensation under Article 10. This 
statutory Tribunal, in assessing compensation, 
would be required to adhere in the treatment 
of bonus to the basis applicable to officers in 
the British Civil Service immediately prior to 
the transfer of the officers to the service of 
the Provisional Government. 

In a statement in the House of Commons on 
25rd February, 1928, the British Government 
accepted the view that it would not be equit- 
able that the transferred civil servants should 
receive more favourable treatment in the 
matters in question than if they had remained 
in the British Civil Service, and intimated 
that the British Government were prepared 
to concur and co-operate in giving effect to 
á proposals which I had outlined in the 

ail. 

Following a debate in the British Parlia- 
ment on 25th April, 1928, the British Govern- 
ment thought it advisable, for reasons with 
which we are not concerned, that the question 
at issue should be referred back in some 
seneral form to the Judicial Committee under 
section 4 of the Judicial Committee Act, 1835. 
We did not oppose this proposal. 

GOVERNMENTS IN AGREEMENT. 

The Judicial Committee was not being 

approached by way of a ‘‘petition for a re- 
hearing ” of the Wigg-Cochrane case, but by 
special reference to it, at the instance of the 
British Government, of a general question 
upon which the British Government alone 
now sought for its own purposes the advice 
of that body. Furthermore, as I have already 
stated, the British Government and the 
Government of the Saorstat were in complete 
agreement as to the intentions of the framers 
of Article 10 of the Treaty, and we had, 
therefore, no interest whatever in the result 
of the reference. 
Though in no sense parties to the reference, 
we agreed, in response to the urgent request 
of the British Government, that counsel on 
behalf of the Attorney-General should appear 
before the Privy Council with a view merely 
to ensuring that every relevant fact and legal 
argument should be put forward. The report 
of the Judicial Committee was delivered on 
the 15th day of November 1928. 

It is unnecessary for me to comment upon 
the opinions expressed“in that report. Our 
position and our rights as party to the Treaty 
were in no way affected by the report. The 
view which had previously been expressed by 
the British Government and by ourselves— 
namely, that the intention of Article 10 of the 
Treaty was that the Civil Servants in question 
should receive treatment as favourable, but 
not more favourable, than if they had con- 
tinued in the service of the British Govern- 
ment—remained, and still remains, entirely 
unaffected by that report. 

We have always ben unalterably 
determined that the taxpayers of this country 
should not be forced to bea a heavier burden 
than that imposed by Article 10 of the Treaty, 
as interpreted in accordance with the inten- 
tion of the framers oí, and the parties to, that 
Treaty. For some time past iniormal negotia- 
tions have been proceeding between the 
Attorney-General and Counsel on behalf of 
the Transferred Officers’ Protection Associa- 
tion in an endeavour to arrive at an adjust- 
ment of the claims of the different interested 
parties.

NO ADDITIONAL BURDEN ON

Provision will also be made for the setting- 
up of a Statutory Board under the plan in- 
dicated in my statement to the Dail on the 
2énd February last.

Finance, Easa over by a judge oí the 
Supreme Court, the High Court, or the 
Circuit Court. All questions of fact and law, 


including the right to compensation in in- 
dividual cases arising upon claims under 
Article 10 of the Treaty, will be determined 
by the Board, and their decisions will be 
final and conclusive, and not subject to 
appeal to, or review by, any tribunal whatso- 
ever, 

The setting-up of the Board will provide 
an inexpensive and readily accessible tribunal, 
by which claims for compensation can be 
expeditiously determined. Subject to what I 
have already said, all the decisions in the 
matter of compensation taken on the recom- 
mendation of the Wylie Committee will be 
confirmed and made binding in law. 

Subject to the insertion of the provisions 
I have indicated, the bill will substantially 
embody the proposals outlined in my state- 
ment to the Dail op the 22nd day of 
February, 1928. 

Throughout the negotiations which have 
now eventuated in the settlement of a diffi- 
cult question the Government has had in 
view two main objects—namely, to honour to 
the fullest extent the obligations undertaken 
by Article 10 of the Treaty and to secure 
contentment amongst those transferred 
officers who desired to continue in the. ser- 
vice of the State. Both those objects have, 
I think, now been attained. 

PROPOSALS ACCEPTED BY ALL. 

The arrangement secures to the taxpayers 
of this country what was contended for by us 
all through these discussions—namely, that 
they should not have to shoulder a burden 
which it was never intended by the authors 
— 10 of the Treaty that they should

The passing into law of the proposal for 
legislation will remove from the minds of 
those officers who intend to continue in the 
service of the State any unfounded fears of 
treatment while remaining in the service 
which they micht consider unfair, and so 
ensure an attitude of confidence which is so 
essential a requirement for efficient and loyal 
Bervice. 

The proposals to he made in the bill have 
been accented by all the interests affected 
by the measure, and the Government hopes 
that in the circumstances the proposals will 
be acceptable to all parties in the House. 

It is anticinated, as a further beneficial 
consequence of the settlement, that few re- 
tirements from the service will take place.

ATTITUDE OF FREE STATE 


GOVERNMENT. 


Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin N.,) said 
that he would like to know when the bill 
referred to would be introduced. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that it would be 
brought in within a few weeks. 

Mr. O'KELLY said that he was cure it 
would be satisfactory to civil servants that 
their rights were to be safeguarded, and 
that in safeguarding those rights no addi 
tional expense would be put upon the Irish 
taxpayers.

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Boro’)—It was 
definitely repudiated.

but he would like to know if the decision 
of the Privy Council had been now cepted, 
and if so was it accepted as an over-riding 
authority over the legislative authority of 
that House. He would like the Minister to 
tell them whether there would be any 
further expense to the Irish taxpayer :rising 
out of retirements after the Ist of March. 
He would like to know also whether there 
was any truth in the statement that had 
frequently appeared in the Press that the 
agreement arrived at in this matter Lad re 
lation to the coinage question. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that, so far as he 
was concerned, he had said all along that 
the Free State Government would not pay 
any more money in consequence of the deci- 
sion of the Privy Council, and they were 
not going to pay any more. With regard 
to further retirements, he was satisfied shat 
the arrangement with the serving trans- 
ferred officers, taken as a whole, would save 
money, because notices which, but for the 
delay over the negotiations, would un. 
doubtedly be sent in would not now be sent 
in, and that many other notices of retirement 
would be withdrawn. 

Mr. O’KELLY said that he would Ike to 
remind the Minister of ‘a statement which 
he had made in an interview given o the 
Irish Times on 15th November, 1928, in 
which the Minister said that the decision 
of the Privy Council “ was inequit 
that they could not accept it.” That tate 
ment was made 7 the Minister having re. 
gard to the fact that ‘the Supreme Court of 
the Irish Free State had given a contrary 
decision. Now the Minister was going 
against the Supreme Court, and acceptinz 
the decision of the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council. 

_Mr. BLYTHE said that the main ques 
tion of their relations with the Privy Coun 
cil had been dealt with very 
fully in that House by the Jate Mr 
Kevin O'Higgins, and was the subject of 
discussion at the last Imperial Conference, 
and would he the subiect of further discussion. 
The attitude of the Government of the Free 
State had not altered from what it was when 
Mr. O'Higgins was here. 

In reply tc further questions, Mr. Blythe 
said that the bill would be introduced shortly, 
but he could not give an exact date.

The application had been under considera- 
tion by the Commission since 1927, and was 
considered at 52 meetings of that body. 
Originally the application was for a tariff of 

per cent. on all imported woollens and 
worsteds of seven ounces per yard and up- 
wards, and that the existing tariff of 15 per 
cent. on blankets, blanketing and rugs be 
increased to 25 per cent. The latter part of 
the application had been withdrawn. 
SHODDY EXEMPT. 

The Tariff Commission was satisfied that 
the woollen mills were reasonably efficient. 
Cloth under seven ounces, which would be 
admitted free, was used at present chiefly in 
the manufacture of articles for ladies’ wear. 
Cloth of the shoddy variety would not be 
affected by the tariffs. The capacity of the 
Saorstat mills seemed to be about half a 
million yards under the total requirements 
of the country in woollen and worsted cloths; 
but, when they took into account that con- 
siderable quantities of the two classes of 
cloth would be exempt from the tax, it 
might be assumed that the present capacity 
of the mills was equal to supplying the 
entire needs of the country in the classes of 
cloth to which the tariff applied. 

The woollen industry had a considerable 
export trade, and that was an indication that 
there was a good deal of enterprise and 
efficiency in the industry. It was an industry 
in which it might safely be assumed that 
there would be considerable interna) competi- 
tion. It was believed that while there might 
be some increases, especially at the beginning, 
in the price of cloths of the kinds in ordinary 
use, the increase that would have to be paid 
ultimately by the consumer as a result of 
the tarifí would be small. There would be a 
special class of cloth which the mills did not 
make here, and so far as these cloths of 
exclusive design were concerned the price 
would probably be substantially in excess. of 
the present price. So far as the people wh» 
wore low grades of cloth were concerned the 
increase in price would not be considerable. 

Shoddy, or cloth made from reclaimed wool 
was a trade for which special skill and special 
machinery were required, Some shoddy was 
made in the Saorstat, but the woollen manu- 
facturers generally thought it would be better 
for the reputation of Irish cloth that no 
shoddy should be made here, at any rate, at 
present. Shoddy was not made in suflicient 
quantity to supply the demand, aud that was 
why the Tariff Commission recommended that 
the tariff should not apply to cloth of the 
value of less than 1s. 6d. per square yard. 

READY-MADE CLOTHING. 

The proposal for having an Imperial pre- 
ference rate was made by tho Tariff Commis 
sion because it would be of advantage to the 
mills in solving the problems of their export 
trade. ‘The result would be that so far as 
the bulk of the imports of woollen and 
worsted tissues were concerned the effective 
tariff rate would be 20 per cent. 

This new tariff rendered an adjustment oí 
the duty on apparel necessary, and the Com- 
mission considered that an increase of § per 
cent., making the duty 20 per cent.. 
instead of 15 per cent, would meet 
the needs of the case. After consulta- 
tion with the Revenue Commissioners the 
Tariff Commission considered that = i 
would not be practicable to ascertain what 
was the value per yard of the cloth in any 
garment... The proposal, therefore, was that 
on every made-up garment containing vccllen 
or worsted tissue the duty should .e iwenty 
per cent. The ready-made clothing manu- 
facturers would have the same amount of 
effective protection as they had at present. 

It was anticipated that the tariff would 

ily lead to employment of about one 

nd persons, and further increases in 
the amount of employment would depend 
upon developments which were not easy to 
oresec, 

It was anticipated that in the first year 
the revenue result of the tariff, including 
the tariff on woollen and worsted piece goods, 
and the addition in cnó có oil garments, 
would be about £150,000. It was anticipated 
that that amount would steadily and rapidly 
decrease, and that the amount to be obtained 
finally would be obtained practically fram 
luxary cloths of one type or another. 

CAPABLE OF DEVELOPMENT. 

Mr, LEMASS (F.F., Dublin South) said 
that he welcomed the new duty. According 
to the census of production the export trade 
of the woollen mills exceeded the sales within 
the country.

Mr. FLINN (F.F., Cork Boro’) said that 
in the difference between the 20 per cnt.

If the State was doing its share 
for this particular industry the State was 
entitled to ask the industry to do its share 
in the matter of co-operation which wouid 
enable the industry to carry on effectively.

If an export trade was to be developed it 
would be in specialised material, but there 
would be still a demand for shoddy mate 
rials, and he suggested that the mills couid 
co-operate in setting up a mill which would 
not be the mill of any one of them, but for 
which they would all be responsible for meet 
ing the demand for this particular class of 


goods. 

Mr. JOHN GOOD (Independent, Dublin 6.) 
complained that they were asked to approve 
of certain tariff pro is before they had the 
facts and figures from the Commission to 
decide upon. As far as the tarifis were con- 
cerned, he would like to examine each pro- 
posal on its merits, and consider whether the 
result of the imposition of a tax would render 
it wise or otherwise. The Minister had in 
view the giving of additional employment, 
and the additional cost of the particular 
articles involved be approximately 
£150,000.

Some _ woollen manufac- 
turers have mmintained that ‘shoddy '' 
should not be allowed, but if it was pro- 
hibited some people would be extremely bard 
hit by having to pay considerably more for 
the better articles. _The manufacturers ap- 
pearing before the Tariff Commission were 
not prepared to undertake the manufacture 
of these cheaper lines if a tariff was im- 
posed on them.

BOARD OF CENSORS TO NUMBER NINE 


On the motion of President COSGRAVE, 
a resolution was passed authorising Nos 
of moneys to meet expenses that may be in- 
curred in carrying into effect any Act of the 
resent session to make provision for the pro- 
hibition of the sale and distribution of un. 
wholesome literature and the establishment 
of a books and periodicals censorship board. 

On the Committee stage of the Censorship 
of Publications Bill, 

Professor THRIFT (Ind., Dublin Univ.), on 
behalf of Sir James Craig, moved an amend- 
ment to Section 2 to exempt any bona fide 
medical journal from the bill. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin 8S.) said that 
he considered the amendment unneceSsary. 
It neither strengthened nor weakened the 
bill. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, agreed that no medical journal would 
come within the scope of the bill, but as 
fears had been aroused it was better to allay 
them, and he would suggest words to meet 
the case. 

The amendment was by leave withdrawn. 

There were a number of amendments on the 
Order Paper suggesting alternatives to the 
wording in the bill, so as to make it clear 
that sexual immorality was what it was pro- 
posed to bring under the censorship. 

The SPEAEER suzgeested that they should 
take the werds in the bill as an original 
motion, apa let the vote on that decide. 

Mr. fFitz7GERALD-KENNEY formally 
moved that the section as it appeared stand 
part of the bill. 

Professor THRIFT moved an amendment 
that the “word ‘indecent’ shall be con- 
strned as meaning that which in its purpose 
suggests or incites to sexual immorality.’’ He 
said that the wording of the bill as it stood 
could be taken to apply to any paper or book 
that might in any way corrupt or degrade. 
His amendment would secure the object 
which the Committee had in mind, and would 
remove the ambiguity at present contained 
in the hill. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that, 
while agreeing with Professor Thrift that the 
words in the bill were not satisfactory, he 
considered that the amendment left a loop- 
hole to any author to say that his purpose 
was not to suggest or incite to sexual im- 
morality. 

Professor ALTON (Ind., Dublin Univer- 
sity) thought that his own amendment, which 
used the words “ manifestly suggestive,’’ met 
Mr. Little’s objections. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that he 
thought the House would agree that the 
following words might meet what they all 
had in their minds—‘‘ shall be construed as 
including books, publications, etc., etc., cal- 
culated to suggest or incite to sexual im- 
morality, or to unnatural vice, or in any 
other like way to corrupt or deprave.”’ He 
suggested that these words did not leave 
any loophole, and at the same time were 


not too wide. 

Professor THRIFT thought that there 
might be some difficulty about the interpreta- 
tion of the word “‘ calculate’’ in the Minis- 
ter’s definition. 

Mr. LAW (Govt., Donegal) agreed, and, 
on the suggestion of the Speaker, 

The amendment was withdrawn, the 
Minister to confer with the different parties 
as to a definition, and to have an amendment 
prepared for the next stage of the bill. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., Mayo N.) moved 
an amendment to increase the number of the 
board from five to nine members, which, he 
contended, would make it more representa- 
tive. 

Mr. DOYLE (Govt., Dublin §.), in sup- 
porting the amendment, said that five mem- 
bers was a very small number to express an 
opinion. 

MINISTER'S OBJECTION. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY said that if 
they had a committee of nine—a large num- 
ber—they would be running a great danger 
of making the bill entirely worthless, and if 
they wanted to ensure that the bill would not 
meet the purpose for which it had heen 
drafted the best way would be to appoint 
a large board. They would have to get 
nine persons of well-balanced judgment, on 
whose opinion that House and the country 
could rely. He did not see where such 
nine persons could be found—persons who 
would have the necessary qualification. who 
would be effective censors, and, at the same 
time, would be willing to take up the not 
inconsiderable burden of work which the Act 
would impose. He warned the House that, in 
his opinion, thev were endangering the suc- 
cess of the bill if they increased the number 
of methbers to nine. 

Mr. O’CONNELL (Lab., Mayo) supported 
the amendment. The Minister had not put 
up any argument to dispose of the recom- 
mendation of the Committee which put the 
number of members at nine. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that 
the larger number would give the general 
public greater confidence. 

A MILITARY CENSOR’S VIEWS. 
Major BRYAN COOPER (Govt., Dublin, 
5.) opposed the amendment. None of the com- 
mittee, he said, had any experience of the 
difficulties of censorship, but he had. The 
ideal was to have one censor, and though he 
was human and made mistakes he made the 
game mistakes al] the time, and the ple 
knew where they were. (Laughter.) He 
referred a Censorship Board of three mem- 
ver, to five, because they would get an un- 
varying standard of censorship. Nine mem- 
bers would take longer than five members to 
read a book. No doubt one of the first books 
to be sent to them would be Gibhon'a '' De- 
cline and Fail of the Roman Empire,” in six 
large volumes—(laughter)—the foot notes to 
which were written in Latin and Greek. How 
long would it take the nine members to read 
that book? (Laughter. ) 

Professor TIERNEY (Govt., National Uni- 
versity) said that it was really a question as 
to whether they could get nine persons as 
easily as they could get five to attend and do 
tho work in a common-sense manner. 

Mr. J. J .BYRNE (Govt., Dublin, N.) said 
that those who were responsible for the in- 
troduction of the bill believed that the lowest 
number that the Board should consist of was

Professor W. THRIFT (Ind., Dublin Uni- 
versity) moved an atwendment to secure that 
the Board of Censors be composed of persons 
“not being Ministers of any religious 
denomination.”” He said that there was 
nothing denominational in the amendment 
What they wanted to get at was the con- 
sensus of opinion of the ordinary self-respect- 
ing citizen, and if they could secure that such 
books were kept out as were repulsive to the 
ordinary self-respectiing citizen he thought 
that they would have secured what the Com- 
mittee aimed at. They were much more !.kely 
to get that by setting up a board of ordinary 
citizens, than by having ministers of any 
religious denomination on the board. 

Mr. P. LITTLE (F¥.F., Waterford) urged 
that the matter should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the Minister for Justice. It would 
be very invidious to make a distinction 
between laymen and clergymen, and would 
create a good deal of ill-feeling against the 
Board. 

Mr. H. LAW (Government, Donegal) said 
that he saw no reason why a minister of 
religion should be disquali from being a 
member of the Board of Censors. 

Mr. R. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork) also op- 
posed the amendment, and said that he saw 
no valid objection why any disability should 
be placed on a minister of any religious 
denomination. 

MINISTER'S COMMONSENSE. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Govt., Dublin South) did 
not see why theology should be any barrier 
to ~epresentation on the Board. He did not 
like unskilled theologians, and for that reason 
he would be very glad to see responsible men 
with a knowledge of theology on the Board. 
An unskilled theologian, like unskilled other 
persons, were a bit of a nuisance, and he 
thought the fewer of these that they would 
have on the Board the better.

A Dictator’s Troubles. 


Reports which have evaded the Spanish 
censorship seem to prove the truth of 
Napoleon’s dictum that men cannot sit on 
bayonets. The military revolts at Ciudad 
Real and Valencia were crushed quickly 
and easily. They were confined to a few 
reigments of artillery, and the people held 
aloof. Yet they have provoked the 
Dictator to measures of repression which, 
if all things were well in Spain, would be 
inexplicable. The- recent Royal Decree 
not only creates severe penalties - for 
various forms of disaffection, but subjects 
the whole country to an odious system of 
espionage. Under this Decree any 
citizen who criticises the authorities is 
liable to imprisonment, and, if the critic 
is in the service of the State or of a 
municipality, he may be. sent into exile. 
The Dictator’s organisation, the Patriotic 
Union, has branches in all parts of Spain, 
and henceforward it will fulfil some of the 
functions of the old Inquisition.

The Season’s Books.

London. It is evident from the lists that 
have been issued for the present quarter 
that books of biography and travel con- 
tinue to hold the public favour. Fiction 
seems to be declining in popularity. 
Perhaps, we may guess the reason to be 
the lack of novelty in the tales that are 
told; or it may be that much reading 
of fiction has roused a desire for informa- 
tion concerning the lands and peoples that 
are the warp and woof of stories. It is 
notable that the proportion of detective 
novels has shrunk—small cause for wonder 
when we consider that the most skilful 
weaver of mysteries to-day seldom. devises 
a puzzle to which the reader’s experience 
of fiction does not suggest the solution. 
The genre, we suspect, is being slain by 
its popularity. At this season few books 
for young people issue from the presses ; 
but the ‘‘ reader’s guide’’ announces the 
appearance of thirty new volumes. We 
are constrained to deplore that habit of the. 
book trade by which these works are de- 
fined in such phrases as “eight new 
titles; four for boys, four for girls,” A 
juvenile book. deserves fastidious selection 
on educational scores, and demands it also 
on the. score of prudence. Let the adult 
present modern youth with a “ boy’s title ’’ 
chosen at random, and he will learn that 
he might as well have offered wine chosen 
at random to a connoisseur.

Mr. Churchill, who, it was 
said in Opposition quarters to-day, wag 
considering his position in the Govern- 
ment, has no reason to resign, or to con- 
sider anything, since he could not he 
blamed in any- way for the developments. 
The lesson, however, is one that is like! 
to have an effect on the Government. since 
it reveals that the House of 
can still assert itself. 
It has been so generally assumed that 
the Government might have been defeated 
last night if the Prime Minister had not 
intervened, that 1t may come as a gur- 
prise to some people to know that there 
was no danger of defeat; but there was a 
real possibility that the Government 
majority would have been so small that 
the moral effect would have been as bad 
as a reverse.

FROM SCHOLARSHIP 


SCHEME. 


Galway: County Counéil, ‘with one dis- 
sentient, yesterday passed a: resolution de- 
barring’ schools at’ which Rugby football is 
played fvom participating in the County 
Scholarship scheme. 

This desision was arrived at during a dis 
cussion 9p the Secondary School Scholarship 
scheme, when the Chairman, Mr. Eamonn 
Corbett, proposed: ‘* That schools or colleges 
which encouraged ‘foreign’ games, and eo 
encourage ‘West Britainism’ in the people, 
be excluded from the scheme.’’ 

Mr. Corbett, in outlining his proposal, 
stated that he had nothing to say against the 
actual games, but against the people con- 
nected with them, who made the playing 
pitches a rallying ground for Imperialism, 

Mr. M. Cooke suggested that the Rugby 
game ought not to be included among the 
hanned games, and another member, Mr. 
Peter Kelly, opposed the motion, saying that 
gaines were international, and to exclude 
foreign games was as illogical as to give up 
drinking tea simply because tea was not 
grown in Ireland. 

The Chairman s resolution was eeconded by 
Mr, W. Concannon, who said that the Rugby 
game had never played any part in the 
national life of Ireland. While admitting that 
Rugby was a good game, he made the eugzges- 
tion that Masonic and Imperialistic forces 
were at work against the national life and 
customs of the people. 

Mr. Gilbert Lynch, supporting the motion, 
said that Umversity College, Galway, which 
was supposed to be in the heart of the 
Gaeltacht, was unable to field a Gaelic foot- 
ball team.

1.500 BISHOPS GOING 
TO ROME. 


GREAT CONFERENCE 
THIS YEAR. 


Frou Revutir’s CORRESPONDENT. 


ROME, Wed esday. 

Pope Pius XI. will call an Ecumenical 
Council of all Bishops of the Catholic 
world during the course of the present 
year to discuss gre’ ' Church problems, the 
newspaper (riornale d'Italia, semi-official 
mouthpiece of the Italian Foreign Office. 
declares. The Vatican paper, Osservatore 
Romano, makes no comment on the sub 
ject. i 

The Gwrnale d'ltalia remarks that Pope 
Pius, in proclaiming 1929 a Holy Year. 
said that he expected to resume the last 
Ecumenical Conference, which was broken 
off in 1870 by the Franco-Prussian War 
and the recall of the troops of Napoleon 
IIT. from Rome. 

It is indicated that the proposed 
Council will be a mere continuation of the 
one suspended sixty years ago, because 
Italian troops occupied Rome after the 
French left, and ended the temporal 
power of the Popes. 

The Giornale d'Italia adds that prepara- 
tions for such a Council require a long 
time, and that they have been going on 
continuously during the last year. 

Pope Pius desire: to have the Council 
take place this year for the purpose of 
making it coincide with his Jubilee year. 
All the Bishops of the Cathclic world will 
be present, except those sick. 

Catholic Bishops throughout the world 
number about 1.500, and each will he 
accompanied to Rome by a secretary, so 
there will be a gathering of three thou. 
sand visitors for the sacred conclave. 

These will be housed in various insti- 
tutions and: congregations in Rome. For 
the purpose of the meeting one transept 
of St. Peter's Cathedral will be screened 
off, as was done in 1870.

PROPOSAL TO MODIFY 
TONNAGE DUES,

Froy Our Speciat CoRRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 

Among the business community of the City 
of Cork there is a feeling that the present 
scale of tonnage dues payable on vessels 
entering the port tends to prevent increase of 
trade and more adequate direct services with 
cross-Channel ports. There is no doubt that 
ihe present norma! sailings are insufficient 
to meet the several demands of aoe NE 
live-stock and cargo traffic; and, although a 
considerable number. of special sailings have 
taken place during the past few months, it 
is urged that on many occasions live-stock 
exports have had to be. held back for two 
days to await &n ordinary shipment, or else 
have had to be forwarded by some alternative 
,oute. There is a daily cross-Channel service 
for live-stock from Dublin, and it is suggested 
that the fact that there are fewer sailings 
from Cork: tends to divert through other 
centres a considerable amount of traffic which 
should normally pass through the Cork City 
ort, 
' A TRADER'S VIEW. 

Mr. H. W. Sinnott, managing director of 
the City of Cork Steampacket Co., Ltd., 
whom I saw this afternoon, pointed out that 
at present his company has a bi-weekly 
<ervice. with Liverpool and a tri-weekly 
service with Fishguard, and _ frequently 
additional sailings are provided, at a joss to 
the company, owing to the large sum involved 
in tonnage dues, etc. The company, he said, 
were given no encouragement by the Cork 
Harbour Commissioners to increase their 
regular services. i 

It may, be mentioned that Mr. Sinnott’s 
company has under consideration the ques- 
Lion of building a new passenger steamer for 
the Cork-Fishguard service. The contract for 
this vessel, which would be built in Belfast 
ut a cost of £290,700, has not yet been 
signed, and, as I stated a fortnight ago, there 
is a possibility that the project will be 
avandoned if the company s application for a 
yeduced scale of tonnage dues in respect of 
the new ship is rejected. ‘here is a large 
amount of public support, therefore, for the 
movement which is on foot to afford shipping 
companies which trade directly with the port 
some concession which, without detracting 
from the Harbour Board’s revenue, would be 
sufficient to induce a larger number of vessels 
t use the port. | : 

As one prominent, business man in the city 
said to me to-day—There is very keen com- 
setition betweeo the different ports, not only 
in the South of Ireland, but throughout the 
evutire Free State, and it is not generally 
realised here that the difference of one penny 
per ton in our charges may, and very often 
does, ‘mean the Joss of an entire cargo to the 
port of Cork. , 7 i i

At gueetime time in the Dail yesterday, 

Mr. SEAN 1. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin N.) 
asked President Cosgrave to state what action 
the Executive Counéil had taken with re- 
icrence to the arrest and imprisonment of Mr. 
‘de Valera. . Fá 

President COSGRAVE said that Mr. de 
Valera was arrested in an area over which 
the Executive Council had no jurisdiction. 
Mr. de Valera was tried and sentenced. in re- 
spect of an offence against a law prevailing 
in the Six Counties. The Exeeutive Council 
could not interfere with the administration of 
the law in Northern Ireland, and accordingly 
the only course open to them was to make re- 
presentations to the Northern Government 
that, in the special circumstances of the case, 
Mr. de Valera might be released. Such repre- 
sentations had been made, with what results 
they all knew. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo)—Were 
any representations made to the British Go 
vernment on this matter ? 


President COSGRAVE—No, 


none 
GOVERNMENT CRITICISED. 

On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. 
O’KELLY again drew attention to the 
matter, i 

“We all expected,” said Mr. O'Kelly. 
“that those in charge of the Free State Go- 
vernment would have sent a ringing challenge 
to those who dared to interfere with a fellow. 
citizen’s liberty.” 

“ You have fallen very low,’’ he said later 
in his speech. ‘‘Could anyone imagine 
Collins or Griffith accepting that position? 
There was manhood enough in them to pre 
vent anything like what happened without 
making a proper protest. There is one thing 
arising out of the incident, and it is this—that 
it has lined up those who stand for Ireland 
against those who stand for Belfast and for 
your Free State and England combined. 1 
repudiate, as every man .does, your puny 
effort, your crawling and begging mes- 
sage asking for an act of grace 
from Lord Craigavon. Your message gy 
the answer it deserved. We know, of course. 
that to some extent your hands are tied. 
You have yourselves too many politicals in 
jail for very shadowy political cffences, and 
you left yourselves open to a proper retort. 

“It came with astonishment to me when 
I read in the Press an official or semi-official 
statement which intimated that on a previous 
oecasion, when Mr. de Valera entered the 
Six Cornties area to attend the funeral o! 
Cardinal O’Donnell at Armagh that he had 
leave from the Northern Minister. I re 
pudiate that statement; for nobody ever 
dreamt of asking the Six County Government 
for leave for him to go into any part of Ire- 
land that he wished to go to.” 

THE LABOUR VIEW. 

Mr. T. J. O'CONNELL (Labour, Mayo) 
said that he thought it was not with the 
Northern Government the question should be 
taken up, but with the British Goverp- 
ment, and it should have been with regard 
to the very existence of the Exclusion Order. 
He believed that the existence of the Order, 
especially in view of the events of the last 
two or three years, and the putting up a 
barrier against the citizens of the Free State 
was very nearly ‘‘an unfriendly art.” and 
as such should be resented by the Executive 
Council. 

Thev should remember that Mr. de Valera 
was a citizen of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland by virtue of his co-equal status as a 
citizen of the Commonwealth of Nations. He 
had before him a decument, signed in 1925 
by representatives of the British Government. 
the Free State and Northern Ivreland, in 
which reference was made to the improved 
relations between these Governments, and yet 
they had still this order against a citizen of 
this State, as well as against several] other 
citizens of the State. The Executive Council 
had made no protest against this barrier and 
ngainst the free movement of a citi7en of this 
State. He agreed with Deputy O’Kelly that 
it would have been better for the Govern- 
ment of the Free State to have taken no 
action than the action they did take.

said that he did not agree with the claim

Thev 
were, however, responsible for the  socta! 
order in Northern Ireland, and if, in their 
wisdom or folly, they decided that any man 
was detrimental to the peace of their State. 

Deputies 
talked about the guarantees of liberty ef 
cetera, but these guarantees could not extend 
outside the province of the Govern- 
ment here. If Deputy O'Connell wanted to 
go to the United States he could not go 
there if they did not want him. The same 
would apply to France or Yugo-Slavia. Did 
he consider that as unfriendly ? 

Deputy O'CONNELL said that if France 
or any other country named a ‘citizen who 
was not to be admitted into their territory 
he would regard tnat as an unfriendly act. 

Continuing, the Minister for Defence said 
that, so far from it being an unfriendly act 
for another Government to exclude citizens 
of the Free State, he could only say that 
it was happening every day with every 
country. ‘Lhey must not deny to another 
Government the rights they claimed for 
themselves. A man knew that he had not 
the right to go to a certain place. 

Mr. MULLINS (F.F., Cork, W.)—But it 
is Ireland. 

Mr. FITZGERALD said that it was part 
of Ireland which had a Government of its 
own responsible for the maintenance of social 
order, and the only insult he could see wis 
the very clearly implied insult that these 
people had not the right to make regula- 
tions for the order of the six counties. 

Mr, LEMASS said that the difficulty he 
was in was that he was not quite clear why 
the Executive Council had not taken any 
other action than that which they did. The 
difficulty he saw now, and which, no doubt, 
the Executive Council saw very clearly, was 
that they, themselves, had done precisely the 
sume thing as had been done in Belfast. 
The Executive Council had in the past ar- 
rested the Northern deputies because they 
stood for the termination of partition and 
the establishment of a Republican Govern- 
ment, and guite obviously they ceuld not 
consistently object to Sir James Craig doing 
the same thing. 


HYPOTHETICAL CASES. 

He would ask the Ministers to tell the 
House what, in their opinion. would the Bri- 
lish Government have done if the Civic 
(inards had arrested Lord Lascelles when he 
came here. Mr. de Valera had much more 
right to enter the County Down than Lord 
Lascelles had to go to Galway. There was a

MR. BLYTHE'S VIEWS. 

Mr. BLYTHE, replying, said that the 
deputy had asked what would the British 
Government have done ií the Civie Guards 
had arrested Lord Lascelles. He (the 
Minister) was present at the meetings of the 
Executive at which Mr. de Valera’s arrest 
had been discussed. They did not discuss 
the question the deputy had asked, but the 
reply that he (the Mimster) would give him 
was that if any suggestion had been made 
by the Free State Government that Lord 
Lascelies’s presence would be unwelcome to 
them Lord Lascelles would not have entered 
the country. 

If any suggestion had been made to Lord 
Birkenhead when about to come here that 
bis presence was not welcome he would not 
have come, and he (the Minister) was perfectly 
certain that, if they had an Act in force 
which gave them the particular powers. which 
the Northern Government had in the Civil 
Authorities (Special Powers) Act, no 
British politician could enter the Free State 
in defiance of the Order, and if anyane did 
enter by any chance, thea there would be 
no protest at all from the British Govern- 
ment.

of Northern Ireland were only a subordinate:

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the comtry as a whole, thev could have 
taken any action other than that which they 
had taken. ' 

One might question whether, in view of 
the deliberateness of Mr. de Valera’s action 
in going there, and of his attitude 
in the Court whether they ought to have 
written or not. Mr. de Valera was not in- 
volved in their action, and they were cer- 
tainly desirous that he should not remain in 
prison. As he was not responsible for the 
Government’s action, there was no reason 
why he should feel offended. 

COERCION IMPOSSIBLE. 

He believed that partition could not be 
ended hy any form of coercion. if 
the end came it would come with 
the ‘majority believing that it would 
be to their avdantage to end  parti- 
tion. Coercion, he believed, was impossible. 
The end of partition could only be brought 
about by the consent of the people, and that 
consent would only come as a result of nor- 
mal political evolution there. Any un- 
justifiable attacks on the Northern Govern- 
ment would only hinder and delay that 
evolution that one might expect to take 
place here. 

Dealing with Deputy O’Connell’s state- 
ment that a small change over of votes might 
make Mr. de Valera President, and what 
the country would have done if he were 
arrested, the Minister said that all he would 
say was if Mr. de Valera had been guilty 
of an offence against the ‘laws of another 
State and got himself into jail, he would 
not be fit to be President of this State— 
he said that without any offence. The 
leader of the Opposition in that House was 
not as responsible as the Government. He 
was in a different position and 
might “ do things that were not 
quite correct ip any prominent politician. 
T+ was not so serious in his case as if done 
bv a man who for the time being was charged 
with the responsibility of government, 

NO USE PRETENDING. 

There was no use at all pretending that 
partition did not exist, and objecting to this 
which was one of the natural consequences 
of it. Though the Northern Government had 
the right to do what they had done, after a 
time it might be regarded as an unfriendly 
act, by the State. 

‘The Belgian Government had refused ad- 
missicn to British members of Parliament; the 
United States of America refused to admit a 
British politician, and there might come a 
time when ordinary non-political natives of 
Great Britain might in a discriminating way 
be refused in considerable numbers admission 
to Belgium. The British Government might 
then say that that was not fair. 

in the same way, as far as Northern 
Ireland was concerned, if an ordinary 
merchant from Cork or Dublin who did not 
interfere in politics were refused admission 
then the Free State Government might take 
the matter up. 

They should recognise the position from 
the point of view of Northern Ireland. Mr. 
de Valera was one of their politicians, a 
member of their Parliament, a leader of a 
political party there, and he certainly, above 
all men, was a man about whose arrest they 
would have the least shadow of justification 
for showing any protest. 

Iie (Mr. Blythe) would be glad, as the 
other memhers of the Government would be 
glad, to see Mr. de Valera released. They 
reretted his arrest, but when he went there 
he must have known he would he arrested 
A protest would be, therefore, extremely 
foolish. 

He had discussed with several people this 
matter of Mr. de Valera’s arrest. Thev 
condemned it, and when thev went into the 
question with a little candid talk. They 
admitted that, while they regretted what 
happened, nothing could have been done by 
the Government. “My own opinion,” con- 
cluded the Minister, “is that the whole 
business has a good deal. of political basis, 
both here and in the North.” 


AT THE CARDINAL’S 
FUNERAL. 


PERMISSION FOR MR. DE 
VALERA’S VISIT. 


Mr. BOLAND (F.F., Roscommon) blamed 
the Executive Council for the arrest of Mr. 
They asked Lord Craigavon to 
grant permission for Mr. de Valera to go to 
Armagh without Mr. de Valeras knowiedge, 
and he was not aware of it. 

Mr. BLYTHE—Deputy ‘de Valera certainly 
knew before he went to Cardinal O’Donnell’s 
funeral that the Government of the Free 
State had been in communication with the 
Government of Northern Ireland, and that 
he was secure from being arrested on that 
occasion. The people of Belfast who invited 
him might not have known that fact. 

Mr. O’'KELLY was understood to say that 
he would not like to describe. the Minister’s 
statement as a deliberate lie, but it was a 
falsehood. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that the naiveté of this debate passed belief. 
Mr. de Valera made the quarrel, and then 
they will go to war to clear it up. That 
had been his consistent ré/e for the past five 
or six years. What was the position? Some. 
body who would have no responsi- 
bility. for taking action of any 
kind made a quarrel, and then everybody 
says, *‘ You clear this up,” and that was 
typical of the réfe which Mr. de Valera had 
always played. 

There was all the difference in the world 
between the arrest of a member of a govern 
ment and the arrest of a private deputy. 
If he were the President of the Executive 
Council, assuming the standards were those 
of a civilised country, he would have to 
make up his mind on two things—whether 
he was prepared to. recognise the rights 
which existed in Northern Ireland, and if 
he was not prepared to do so he could only 
break off relations and “ make the welkin 
ring, bawling at each other across the 
border, partly recognising the rights which 
existed in Northern Ireland and partly re- | 
pudiating them. 

That was not the way with civilised govern- 
ments. If a member of a government was 
arrested it was not for personal reasons, 
but because of his policy, and no govern- 
ment could stand for that. 

NOT A PERSONAL INSULT. 

It was not a personal insult. There was a 
convention among civilised people that there 
are either civil relations or the opposite— 
there was no third position. Any other 
method of dealing with a matter of the kind 
would not add to the dignity of the House. 
Ar attempt had been made to make a crisis 
out of the matter. So far there had been a 
complete failure to make that crisis. So far 
any excitement that there was was artificia] 
excitement. The ordinary people of the 
country understood the position quite well. 
Nobody was having one hour's less sleep, and 
nobody was refusing food, or felt that he 
had been insulted. 


DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE. 

Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) said that he 
did not believe that Deputy Aiken 
had asked for permission for any member 
of the Fianna Fail Party to go to Armagh, 
and if there was documentary evidence of 
it let it be produced. 

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE said that ap- 
parently it was news to some people that 
when a distinguished or otherwise member of 
a parliament was going to the jurisdiction of 
another parliament an intimation to the 
effect was transmitted to that government. 


THE ARMAGH VISIT 

On a previous occasion, when Deputy de 
Valera and some of his friends were going 
to attend the funeral of Cardinal O’Donnell, 
he (the President) took steps to make repre- 
sentations to the Northern Government. His 
parliamentary secretary got into communica- 
tion with the headquarters of Mr. de 
Valera’s party in Middle Abbey street with 
a view to seeing who was going. 
Subsequently,. to have no doubt in 
the matter, he got a note 
in the handwriting of the Chief Whip of the 
Fianna Fail Party, headed “Cardinal's 
Funeral,’’ with the names of those who pro- 

sed to go on it. The names were F. de’ 
Vilors, Sean T. O’Kelly, F. Fahy, and three 


others, including Mr. 8. French, Lord Mayor, 


of Cork.

“that “the Northern Government asked for 
the names of those who wanted to go. I 
asked for the names and, as a result, I re- 
ceived the document read by the President. 

THE INNOCENCE OF MR. AIKEN. 

Mr. BOLAND (F.F.)—Deputy Aiken was 
not aware of the purpose for which the 
names were required. When I read Deputy 
Doyle’s letter in the Press I. cabled to 
Deputy Aiken and I got this reply: ‘“‘Duggan 
asked me in the Lobby whether any of our 
people were going to the funeral, but he did 
not say that the Northern Government were 
requested to permit our members to enter 
unmolested. I said de Valera, Fahy and 
others going, but did not know exactly who.” 

President COSGRAVE—My worst political 
enemy will not accuse me of curiosity. and it 
was not for curiosity I asked the information. 

Mr. O’KELLY—Why could not the Chief

Having regard to that, there was no other 
course open to the Executive Council but to 
move as an act of crace for the release of 
Mr. de Valera. He could point out that 
there were exclusion orders against people 
here who were perhaps known to deputies 
opposite, but there were not protests for 
them, but only for the distinguished person. 
Deputy de Valera, as the leader of the ea 
tion, should have communicated with the 
Government in connection with his visit to 
Belfast, and quite possibly he would have 
got uninterrupted passage to his destination.

THE POPE’S EXAMPLE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The example of Pope Pius XI. is one 
which all ““die-hards ” and “ last-ditchers ”’ 
would do well to take to heart. In 1870 the 
Italian people swept away the Papal States 
in order to establish a united Italian nation. 
Ever since that date successive Popes have 
passionately protested against the revolution. 
They had good and just grounds for doing 
so; but protests were of no avail. Every La 
only more firmly established the new King- 
dom oí Italy; so at last’ Pius XL, like a wise 
man, decided to accept the imevitable and to 
recognise, and make the best of, established 
facts. He has simply accepted what Pius IX. 
was offered fifty-eight years ago, and what 
every Pope since then was free to accept. 

A few years ago King George V. had a 
somewhat similar problem to face. The 
majority of the Irish people were not satisfied 
with the government which he and his Par- 
liament exercised over them. They wanted 
t> govern themselves, but there was a pro- 
blem in Ireland of peculiar difficulty. <A 
British colony had been established in Ulster 
in the beginning of the seventeenth century, 
and the colonists were most devotedly and 
passionately attached to the mother country. 
At last a compromise was arrived at. The 
colonists were allowed to remain, as they 
wishe?, part of the old United Kingdom, 
while the greatest possible measure of self- 
government was given to the rest of the 
country. 

I do not suppose that any Irishman re- 
gards this compromise as an ideal settlement 
of the problem; but there it is, and there is 
n> more immediate prospect of its being 
altered than there is of the more recent com- 

romise between the Pope and Mussolini. 

he best policy—the only rational policy— 
is for all Ireland to recognise the facts and 
to unite to make the best of them. 

What good can the present agitation over 
the arrest of Mr. de Valera do? His past 
actions certainly offered some justification for 
his exclusion from Northern Ireland; but, 
whether his exclusion was reasonable or not, 
it was quite within the rights of the Northern 
Government. He deliberately defied its laws, 
and s ho can blame it if it determined that 
its laws should not be defied with impunity ? 
What do his friends propose to do? Is it to 
invade Northern Treland ? They might as 
well attempt a landing on the shores of Eng- 
land. Mere abuse will only serve to estab- 
lish the present partition of Ireland more 
firmly. A 
injure the South as well as the North; and 
the world would exclaim, “How these Irish 
hate one another! ”” 

A few years ago the Ulster linen mann- 
facturers determined to advertise their goods 
more fully in the United States. There were 
Irishmen then—and Irishwomen—who said 
that they would follow them with a campaign 
to boycott Irish linen. Whether they car- 
ried out their threat or not I do not know; 
but, if they did, what a spectacle of *‘ Ireland 
a nation ” must the whole thing have pre- 
sented to the American people! No, in this 
world it is often the best and “- policy to 
put our pride in our pocket, and to accept 
the second best when the best is seen to 
impossible—as Pope Pius XI. did when he 
renounced his claim to the Papal States and 
recognised the Kingdom of Italy; and as the 
Southern Unionists did when they gave up 
their ideal of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, and loyally accepted, 
and offered their services to, the Irish Free 
State. The Southern Unionists, in spite of 
the utter loss of their ideals, met the new 
Irish Free State in a spirit of good-will, and 
have been treated in the same spirit. To all 
disgruntled idealists, North or South, I 
would say, “ Go, and do thou likewise. '—

THE IRISH EGG TRADE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

SIR —treland will, doubtless, be taking a 
keen interest in the present intense campaign 
which 1s being conducted by the Press in 
England to popularise the “ British Mark’’. 
eggs. The campaign was started by the 
British Ministry of Agriculture, afd already 
over 120 packing and grading stations have 
been started, and they cannot begin to fill 
the public demand. The grading plants are 
simple and not expensive, and some machines 
have a capacity of 2,000 eggs an hour. 

Imports of eggs into Britain have almost 
doubled in the last few years, and last year 
amqunted to nearly £20,000,000. When the 
law comes into force in April all eggs will 
have to be stamped so that every consumer 
will know just what he is eating. The mark 
for English and Welsh eggs will be an out- 
line map of the countries and the Union 
Jack. Scottish farmers and egg-producers are 
also organising and starting packing and 
grading plants; their mark will ke an outline 
map ‘of Scotland and the Union Jack. There 
ave rumours that Northern Ireland eggs will 
he marked with a red hand and the Union 
Jack, and the Irish Free State will have a 
shamrock or a harp on all eggs exported; 
but it is hard to get definite news as to 
these reports. 

Eggs and poultry from the Free State have 
greatly improved in quality of late, and the 
quantity can be increased enormously, as 
the demand is too big to fill. ‘The British 
consumers now know that every year they 
have been eating millions of pounds’ worth 
of dried and liquid eggs from China, and also 
millions of dozens of eggs in shell from places 
like Morocco and Egypt, and they do not 
like the idea. During January 4,000,000 
eggs came in from Russia, and 264,000,000 
came in from Denmark, Holland, China, and 
Egypt, and 37,371 cwts. of liquid eggs came 
in trom China, 

County Monaghan seems to be the banner 
county in Ireland for export of eggs, and 
this must be the result of the intelligent and 
energetic work of the Monaghan Agricultural 
Committee. Good, well-graded and packed 
eggs of uniform quality will fetch an increas- 
ing price on the markets here, but any slack- 
ness will do a lot of harm to the Irish egg 
and poultry business, which. thanks to Mr. 
Hogan, is being put so well on its feet bv 
tue Ministry of Agriculture. Ireland's future 
progress and prosperity start and finish with 
farming, and every tariff duty which is put 
on the manufactured goods that the farmer 
buys only reduces his profit on the produce 
he sells and exports, as he has to come in 
competition with world supplies, There is no 
doubt that such places as Canada, South 
Africa and New Zealand are fully alive to 
the size and As of the British market 
and will ship all the farm produce they can. 

Now that Ireland has her freedom, her 
future is entirely in her own hands. What 
we want is progress, prosperity and employ- 
ment for our people, and this happy condi- 
tion will only be brought about by hard 
thinking ‘and straight ta king. Jt must be 
always remembered that it is generally un- 
wise to follow the airy vapourings of the 
thoughtless and unpractical politicians, as 
in the long run, common-sense always controls 
any human endeavour.—Yours, etc.,

There are no infications of any reversal of 
the tendency for unemployment to be heavicr 
in Northern Ireiand than in Great Britain, 
owihg to the staple industries of Northern 
Ireland.
